World Reeords and a Wistful Glance 


HE BLOOD-HORSE, like other publications 

having to do with racing and breeding, occa- 
sionally sakes reference to “world records” for 
speed. But it disapproves of the term, and would 
rather get along without it as much as possible, for 
the reason that there is no standardization of con- 
ditions under which the so-called records are made. 

While time is of the essence—to twist a legal 
phrase—in racing, it is dependent upon so many 
other factors than the speed and stamina of the 
horse that comparisons are in most cases empty. It 
is manifestly improper to compare the time records 
of Epsom Downs or Longchamp, for instance, with 
those of Golden Gate Ficlds, which is in all prob- 
ability the fastest racing strip ever built. 

Last week Baron Fred d’Osten, who has had 
intimate acquaintance with racing in several coun- 
tries and who now lives in Lexington, set down 
for us his thoughts on the subject. His remarks 
point up sharply the the hopelessness of making 
fair comparisons between the records of American 
and European courses, 


The frequent recent comment on world records invites 
some reflections. The very interesting remarks of Richard 
Kaplan) (Tne Broop-Horse, June 24.) page 1211) surely 
apply to South American tracks. Most of the European 
courses are built with the English mile as a standard, so 
that when 1.600 meters, for instance, is indicated, it really 
means 1,609) meters, 2.400) meters means 2,413.5 meters, 
and so on. 

In making comparison of American and European ree- 
ords one must not forget the following points: 

1) The American races are run on dirt tracks, the 
European on turf. Any turf track will) be considerably 
slower than the lightning-fast racing strip of Golden Gate 
Fields, which is underlaid with granite. 

2) The European times are measured from a standing 
start, from the moment the starting gate opens. (In_ itself, 
the Australian gate produces a slower start than we have 
here.) In America the timing begins approximately twenty 
yards after the horses haye left the gate, when they are in 
full swing. This is enough toe account for a second, surely. 

3) The European herses run with plates which are abso- 
lutely flat, except) for the nail) grooves; American plates 
have toes and. stickers 

1 Nearly all European courses are more or less up and 
down hill, the American tracks are flat. 

Now. for comparison, imagine an Olympic games contest 
in which one athlete runs over uneven turf, from a standing 
start. and with flat soles, while his opponent covers the same 
distance on a flat dirt track, from a flying start, and with 
spiked shoes. Under such conditions a second-class runner 
will be able to beat a world champion. 

Further. if we are going to have recognized world ree- 
ords in racing, an autematie electric timer seems to me a 
necessity. The man who strikes his flag down when the 
horses pass him is. of course, a human being, hence subject 
to error. It may be a wholly natural reaction, when you see 


horses running at you full tilt, to drop the flag a split second 
too late. The time keepers, experienced as they may be, are 
human too—and errare humanum est. 

Finally, in the discussion as to which horse ran the fast- 
est mile of all time, the record of Mopsus, on June 22, 1939, 
at the Brighton course in England, still stands. Surely the 
course there is downhill, but as all other mentioned points 
were against this record, all arguing seems superfluous, and 
one can only accept it as the fastest mile ever run. 

Mopsus now stands as a stallion in England at a fee of 
18 guineas—fifty dellars. 


The items enumerated here should be enough 
to give pause to racing writers whenever they are 
about to use the term world record. It will con- 
tinue to be used, of course, but it should be rec- 
ognized as a term with so many ifs and ands at- 
tached that its actual significance is very little. “Phe 
task of breaking it down into cnough categories to 
make it meaningful scems almost insuperable. Dif- 
ferences of gradient, type of surface, track shape, 
track condition, manner of timing, wind, tide, plat- 
ing, altitude, etc., ctc., are so great that only a 
mathematical genius with nothing else to do could 
even approximately equate the different times. 

One important step which is a possibility for 
the future is the adoption of the metric system of 
measures in the countries which still cling to their 
unwicldly bushels and pecks, quarts and gallons, 
pounds and ounces, miles and furlongs. If the 
United States Government ever screws up its cour- 
age to the point of a general adoption of the 
metric system, which is vastly simpler and easier 
(just as our decimal-system money is simpler than 
the involvements of pounds, shillings, and pence), 
then American racing presumably would fall in 
line, The only changes necessary on the 
race tracks would be a marker every hundred 
meters instead of every sixteenth of a mile, and the 
two measures lack only a little of being identical. 

Such a change, however, can be considered only 
as a remote possibility, since it would mean the 
scrapping or re-calibrating of billions of dollars 
worth of measuring and weighing equipment, not 
to mention the re-calibration of the American mind 
so that it would think in terms of kilometers and 
kilograms as easily as it now thinks of kilowatts 
and a thousand dollars. 

In the meantime we suggest that the term 
American record should be kept as much as possible 
in a separate category from the records of countries 
which have different measures and very different 
conditions, and that even here it should be con- 
sidered more a comparison of tracks than of horses.

Money Winners & a Study 
Of Opportunity, Other Items 


It seems to be only a matter of time 
until all the great horses of the past 
are eliminated from the list of leading 
money winners. There is no harm in this, 
of course, but it tends to make one lose 
perspective, and to lose the means of 
comparing the earnings of one genera- 
tion with of another. Seabiscuit, 
which established his earnings record in 
1940, already has been passed by eight 
horses, and his grandsire Man o° War, 
which once held the record, about 
sixty ahead of him now.

The two principal virtues of the Thor- 


oughbred, as a racer, are class and 


durability (soundness). The breeder’s 
business is to get as much of both as 


possible. Either one is a treasure, as long 
as some of the other accompanies it. The 
interplay of these two factors determines, 


in the main, how much a horse can win. 


Another important factor which needs 
to be considered is the opportunity for 


earning. For instance, in 1933, the av- 
erage distribution per starter in’ North 
America was $928, and in 1940 it had 


risen only to $1,200. In each of the last 
four years the average has been more 
than double that of 1940, and in 1947 it 


was nearly three times the 1933, figure. 

The tabulation which accompanies this 
article takes into account the three factors 
just mentioned (class, durability, oppor- 


tunity) to rearrange the leading money 


winners. The actual earnings for each 
year are first divided by the average 


distribution for that year, and the results 
summed to obtain what is called 
the adjustment.

Since 
soundness is one of the primary virtues in 
the Thoroughbred. breeders would do well 
to take it into account, along with class.

The number of starts is not. of course. 
an altogether reliable guide to durability. 
Some horses have been retired from rac- 
ing quite sound at the end of their 3-year- 
old season. Others have carried on well in 
the face of persistent difficulties. Still 
others have been raced after they ceased 
to be sound. 

The ranking here reflects class. sound- 
ness, and opportunity. but it still needs to 
be qualified with ifs and ands for indi- 
vidual horses. At least. it gives a better 
perspective than the arrangement accord- 
ing to money totals, which is top-heavy 
with horses foaled since 1942.

The Track at Golden Gate: 
Changed from Gumbo to Fast 


During the handful of days early in 1941 
when Golden Gate tried to present its 
inaugural meeting, tall jockeys were in 
demand. About the only way an owner 
could locate his horse was by watching for 
the rider's cap. Small horses short 
jockeys were lost beneath the mud. 

After a week of struggling against rain 
and tide the track management gave up, 
following a nudge from the California 
Horse Racing Board. The men who had 
built the elaborate plant on the shore of 
San Francisco Bay had whipped up a lot 
of fancy icing. but they forgot to bake a 
cake—the racing strip practically 
floating on the ocean. 

No horses or riders were actually lost 
in the gumbo, but a lot of money disap- 
peared in the ooze. There were a dozen 
rumored plans for reorganization and_ re- 
building, but the war came along and 
nothing could be done until 1947, Then 
a new management took over and began 
to build from the subsoil up. The war had 
assisted to some degree by giving the filled 
ground time to settle, and the Navy had 
helped by using the property as an emer- 
gency base for heavy equipment, further 
compacting the soil.

Engineers began the rebuilding by in- 
stalling drainage lines in the bed of the 
old track. Then they added crushed gran- 
ite, decomposed granite. a layer of loam 
and leaf mold, a layer of silt and sand 
from a river bottom, and a top dressing 
of a different mixture of silt and sand 
(see sketch on opposite page). 

When they finished they had a _ race 
track that developed into the fastest rac- 
ing strip in the world. *Fair Truckle ran 
six furlongs in 1:0825. for a world record. 
Prevaricator ran eight furlongs in 1:3425, 
equaling Equipoise’s world record. Count 
Speed went 815 furlongs in 1:41, a world 
record. When horsemen had partly recov- 
from their some of 
them suggested that though the clocking 
might have been accurate, maybe the sur- 
veying wasn’t. So a party of engineers 


ered astonishment. 


measured the course, reported solemnly 
that the track measured 5,280 feet in cir- 
cumference, three feet out from the rail. 
They cited tangents and radii and ares to 
prove it. 

That ended the discussion about the size 
of the track, but it didn’t end the record- 
breaking. Golden Gate now owns five 
world records, four of them freshly estab- 
lished this year: Six furlongs in 1:0815, by 
Bolero: a mile in 1:33°5. by Citation, 
1,'; miles in 1:41. by Count Speed, 144 
miles in 1:4645. by *Noor:; and 114 miles 
in 1:5815. by *Noor (see below).

Two Years of Phenothiazine 


By Dr. A. C. Todd and Dr. M. F. Hansen 


An experiment designed to determine 
the effect of continuous low-level pheno- 
thiazine therapy on the physical well- 
being of horses and their intestinal para- 
sites was begun at the Department of 
Animal Pathology in late April, 1948. 

The investigation was indicated when it 
was found that effective bloodworm con- 
trol for Thoroughbreds in central Ken- 
tucky could be obtained through the use 
of a system of intermittent low-level phe- 
nothiazine therapy. The details of this 
method of bloodworm control, together 
with other methods of worm control in 
use at representative nurseries. have been 
recorded in three bulletins. Nos. 536. 541. 
and 546. published by the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station.

At the same inter- 
vals a blood sample has been withdrawn 
from each animal so that possible effects 
upon the blood pictures might be deter- 
mined. 

At the conclusion of the first year of 
the test. and again at the conclusion of 
the second year of the test. one horse from 
each of the four groups has been sacri- 
ficed and given complete post-mortem 
examination. Tissue sections of the liver. 
kidneys. heart. lungs, uterus. ovaries. and 
spleen have been examined for patholog- 
ical changes which might be ascribed to 


the continuous treatment with phenothia- 
zine. 

During the two years of the test the 
horses have been given periodic clinical 
examinations by the veterinarians at- 
tached to the staff of the Department of 
Animal Pathology. In addition. the pur- 
pose of the test has been such that it has 
stimulated visiting veterinarians and_ sci- 
entists from the faculties and research 
staffs of institutions in Canada. England. 
Norway. Sweden. Denmark. Belgium. 
South Africa. Australia, India. Brazil. 
Uruguay. Costa Rica. Argentina, and the 
Phillippines to conduct their own clinical 
examinations, 

None of examinations. clinical 
tests. post-mortem — examinations. — and 
studies of tissue sections have brought to 
light any harmful effect of the continuous 
treatment with phenothiazine. The remain- 
ing four of the original 12 horses will now 
be fed two grams of phenothiazine daily 
for as long as they remain the property of 
the Department of Animal Pathology.

An Exercise in Arithmetic; 


Which Holiday’s a Holiday? 


New York 

It seems unfortunately true, recently. 
that racing, or at least the betting on rac- 
ing. is being made the medium of pub- 
licity by various public servants. The 
most recent avatar of this tendency was 
a story which came over the Associated 
Press wires last week, to the effect that 
Attorney-General Theodore D. Parsons, of 
New Jersey, had announced—now get this 
straight—that “he was ordering pari-mu- 
tuel tracks in New Jersey to refuse big- 
money bets by known bookmakers’ 
agents.” 

Now this has to be a play for publicity. 
Pari-mutuel betting happens to be legal 
in New Jersey. A man with $50 is en- 
titled, by law, to go and buy a $50 pari- 
mutuel ticket. A man with $500 is entitled 
to go and buy ten $50 pari-mutuel tickets. 
The attorney-general has no more authoritY 
to order Atlantic City, say, not to sell 
tickets to a known bookmakers’ agent than 
he has to order the corner grocer not to 
sell sugar to a known bootlegger with a 
still in the New Jersey flats. 

Nor is there any chance that the order, 
even if it were issued legally, will be ob- 
served. [If one man cannot bet $1,000 in 
comeback money, then ten men can_ bet 
$100 without attracting much attention. 
This may increase employment, of course. 
but it won’t stop comeback money. There 
isn’t, in faet, any way to stop comeback 
money, because a_ citizen who presents 
himself at pari-mutuel window with 
money is indistinguishable from any other 
citizen. 

Attorney-General Parsons spoke of the 
“vicious practice of bookmaking.” In the 
first place, it isn’t a particularly vicious 
practice. In the second. any chief of po- 
lice, if he can get his subordinates to quit 
taking money from bookmakers, can erad- 
icate it to the same extent that he can 
eradicate burglary or assault or parking 
within ten feet of a fire hydrant. The no- 
tion here is that racing ought to make 
this plain. Bookmaking does not depend 
on racing; it depends instead on police 
corruption. Or perhaps we ought to go 
a step further back and say that it de- 
pends on public apathy. 

But any police force worth its pay in 
currency of the Second Reich knows ex- 
actly who is making book and where he 
is doing it. If the book stays in business, 
it’s because the police force tolerates it. 
It’s quite true that, in occasional sporadic 


clean-ups, there is considerable difficulty 
in getting convictions. or more than nom- 
inal fines. But one raid after another will 
discourage the most book- 
maker. even if nothing much happens to 
him. and more particularly it will dis- 
courage his patrons, for the average citi- 
zen has a great distaste for being hauled 
to the police station in the paddy-wagon, 
even if he’s released 
charge.

This is a quite obvious fact, and Attor- 
ney-Generals and Senate Committees 
ought to recognize it. Probably. in fact. 
they do. But recognition of it isn’t any 
good for publicity purposes. 


PROPORTION. In this connection, a 
curious bit of statistics has turned up. It 
is the fashion of those who advocate off- 
the-course betting to multiply, by what- 


ever digit comes to mind, the handle at 
the nearest race track, and to assert that 
the sum represents the amount bet ille- 
gally. The chances are that this is slight- 
lv insane. In an article on French rae- 
ing, sponsored by the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany, it is stated that the 1948 pari-mu- 
tuel total in France was 23 billion franes. 
Of this 13 billion was bet at the Paris 
tracks, six billion through off-course bet- 
ting “through the off-the-track offices 
throughout the country on Paris racing.” 
Now there, mind you, is an exact figure. 
not dreamed up but a matter of record. 

It presents two possible conclusions. 
First. off-the-course betting in France has 
not done much to stop illegal bookmak- 
ing. If you’re not satisfied with that, the 
other is that off-the-course betting is of 
much smaller volume than advocates of 
its tax value have claimed. Instead of 
multiplying the legitimate handle, it looks 
as if it should be divided. 

There’s another interesting side issue, 
though whether there’s any connection I 
can’t say: France was, as far as I know. 
the first country to license prostitution. It 
was on the apparently sensible ground 
that what you can’t stop you can regulate, 
Now it has licensed off-the-course betting,

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STUD FARM CHRONICLE 


Boss: 

When you read this. the breeding sea- 
son will be closed. It has been the cus- 
tom of most farms to stop breeding on 
June 15. This year, because of unfavor- 
able weather from the middle of February 
to the present, our season seems to be 
about two weeks late. Some farms may 
have stopped the activities of their studs 
on the usual June 15 date, but most of 
them have been willing this year to breed 
until later. 

Our last mare was bred on June 24 and 
double covered on June 26. This mare 
is the one I told you about in an earlier 
letter. She had foaled in Virginia and 
arrived here just after her 28-day period. 
She was here a month and a half and 
never showed signs of being in estrus. 
We finally resorted to giving her a hor- 
mone shot. This shot brought her in heat 
sufficiently that she could be bred on 
June 8. 

I might say that it was a very rough 
deal for the stallion. We did not expect 
the mare to ovulate as a result of this 
shot, but we kept a close watch on her. 
She came into what we think was a per- 
fectly normal heat period, and was 
doubled. Both services were excellent. 
the mare was in perfect shape to breed, 
and I[ think the odds are better than even 
that we succeeded in stopping her. 


SURVEY. We have begun to examine 
cur mares. The first group, numbering 
16, some of which had gone as long as 90 
days after the last service, were examined 
on Tuesday. Fourteen were in foal, one 
was questionable, and one was barren.

TO BREED OR NOT. There is a di- 
vergence of opinion here in central Ken- 
tucky as to whether one increases or low- 
ers the efficiency of a teaser if he is al- 
lowed to have a mare or two of his own. 
I have had teasers that had never been 
bred: I have teasers that had been bred 
once or twice a and I had a 
teaser that was bred 12 times during the 
season. Observation leads me to believe 
that it’s immaterial whether or not the 
teaser is used as a stallion. 

It does seem. however. that the only fair 
thing to do is to give him a mare or two, 
but I have been accused of looking at this 
problem from a purely masculine point 
of view. It is probable that some teasers 
would improve with moderate use, just as 
it seems that there must be some that 
would lose their efficiency if they were 
bred.

TEASING CHART. When our preg- 
nancy examinations are all finished. a 
careful study will be made of teasing 


charts on the mares that proved to be 
barren. In most cases it will become ap- 
parent that it was a mistake in our judg- 
ment that caused the barrenness. This 
year we have set up a master teasing sheet 
for each mare on the farm. The sheet 
displays the teasing history of each mare 
for as long as we know it. 
this means three years. It 


In most cases 
is a cumber- 
some device. since it is a sheet of graph 
paper about four feet wide. with quarter- 
inch squares. There is enough room for 
the mare’s name. followed by 180 squares. 
This covers the period from January 1 to 
June 30. The mare’s teasing history for 
each year is directly below that of the 
previous year. Any variations from the 
nerm are easily discernible. This sheet 
will receive a great deal of study just 
prior to the next breeding season. At 
present it is being watched closely. so 
that | am aware of the mistakes we have 
made during the past season. 


VISITORS. Over the week-end we had 
as house guests two potential yearling 
buyers and their trainer. They are here 
looking at the yearlings which will be 
sold at the Keeneland Summer Sales in 
July. While they were here they also in- 
spected yearlings. 
signed to Saratoga. 

I went with them to visit several of the 
local farms and naturally | compared the 
yearlings | saw to those which we will 
sell. My comparison. which was biased. 
to be truthful. was favorable to our own 
stock. Our yearlings seemed to me to be 
larger than most, and I believe they are

sounder. We do not try to achieve “fat” 
yearlings, but we do strive to grow them 
large. I think we succeed. 

Some other farms feed as well as we do. 
I wonder if the difference comes from our 
pasture fertilization program. and from 
the very high percentage of alfalfa that 
we feed all our horses? 


PASTURES. Our pasture improve- 
ment program has certainly paid us divi- 
dends this year. We have a remarkable 
amount of wild white clover. which the 
horses seem to prefer to the bluegrass. 
The cost of this program during the past 
two vears averaged about $12 an acre. 
The cost for this and succeeding years 
will average about $7 an acre. My heavy 
feeding of alfalfa is sometimes questioned 
by other farm managers. but during the 
past six years I have never found a horse 
that did not thrive on it. Neither have I 
had any kidney trouble with mares that 
have heen fed alfalfa. 


PERCENTAGES. During the next six 
weeks approximately 800 vearlings will 
be sold at public auction in this country. 
This is about 10 per cent of the national 
foal crop. Of next year’s 10 top 2-year- 
olds. approximately four will have been 
sold in the two summer yearling § sales. 
This is according to past averages. It 
means that from the 10 per cent of the 
yearlings offered during July and August 
will come 40 per cent of next year’s top 
2-vear-olds. About half of these will go 
on and be good 3-year-olds as well. 

In England the figures are slightly dif- 
ferent: approximately 10 per cent of the 
yearling crop is offered for sale. and ap- 
proximately 33 1/3 per cent of the 10 top

almost all of these top 2-year-olds main- 


2-vear-olds are in the sales group. 


tain their form in later seasons. 

I do not understand why these averages 
are significantly different between Amer- 
ican and British breeding. but they are. 
Perhaps it has something to do with Eng- 
land’s restriction on 2-year-old racing. or 
running on a turf course. or the higher 
percentage of distance races available to 
English 3-year-olds, 

The above bit of research was prompted 
by my thought that commercial breeders 
in this country are not doing a good job. 
An unbiased study of the facts indicates 
that my first opinion was wrong. It would 
that roughly 10 per cent of the 
horses in this country are furnished by 
commercial breeders. and that they pro- 
duce approximately 40 per cent of our 
good horses. Opinions can be mislead- 
ing. but facts are hard to distort. 

Attached is a copy of our weight chart. 
It is included at this time because L think 
the information will be of 
value to you when you look at our com- 
petitors’ yearlings.

River Downs, under new management 
in 1950, played host to about 50 members 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
for lunch and an afternoon of racing on 
June 24. The feature race of the day, 
a $5,000 handicap, was won by the South 
American-bred *Mister Morgan, owned 
by J. A. Chambers. The winner, a bay 
gelding by Iago—Malva Rica, was _pre- 
sented a bridle by Tollie Young, Thor- 
oughbred Club president. 

Getting Cincinnatians to the 
races, and procuring better horses are 


more 


among the problems of the four-man 
group which this year purchased the 


Queen City track. The new owners are 
Robert J. Dienst. paving contractor, rac- 
ing stable owner. and owner of Beulah 
Park; Frank (Jack) Moore, accountant 
and former professional baseball player; 
Dan Cronin, track surfacing specialist, 
and Henry Green, who has been director 
of racing at several Ohio tracks. 

One of the first moves of the new man- 
agement, when it took over early this 
spring, was to eliminate the free passes 
that had been generously issued in other 
years. According to Paul Jacobs, pub- 
licity director, most of the taxi drivers 
in the Cincinnati area used to have free 
passes for their customers. Only a_ few 
patrons shelled out at the ticket windows. 

Improvements to the grounds and _fa- 
cilities so far have been few. partly be- 
cause of lack of time before the meeting 
started, and partly because few extensive 
alterations in the physical setup of the 
track are planned. The grandstand 
seats 8.500 persons, which is large 
enough for present demands. Mr. Dienst 
said. Besides. the location of the track 
makes face-lifting an annual and costly 
operation. In the winter, floodwaters 
from the Ohio River cover the grounds. 
and on occasion have inundated the sec- 
ond floor of the club house. With this 
problem, cleaning up is no easy task. 

The infield is attractively landscaped. 
complete with lake and freshly planted 
shrubbery. Across the river, the steep 
Kentucky hills provide a pleasing back- 
drop. The appearance of the infield 
was freely complimented by members 
of the Thoroughbred Club. 

One immediate change in the physical 
appearance of the track was the removal 
of the old-fashioned stewards’ stand, which 
formerly blocked the view of the track 
from certain sections of the grandstand. 
The stewards are now situated on the roof, 
and will be joined there by members of

the press as soon as a new press box 
can be constructed. 


Some paving has been done in the 
parking area, and as soon as the current 


meeting is concluded, more is to be done. 
The underside of the grandstand roof 
will be repainted, and a new and larger 
odds board is expected to be installed 
in time for the 1951 meeting. 


THE HORSES. The class and physical 
condition of — the racing at 
River Downs is better this year than it 
was three years ago, according to Dr. 
Frank P. Todd, track veterinarian. Dr. 
Todd did not work at the Cincinnati 
track during the 1948 and 1949 meetings, 
but was there in 1947, under the old 
management. “The poorer horses,” Dr. 
Todd said, “have not run during the 
present meeting because trainers hesitate 
to run sore horses on a slow track.” (Be- 
cause of excessive rains, there were only 
three or four fast tracks during the first 
25 days of the meeting.) Dr. Todd said 
that physically unqualified horses may 
be prevented from entering a race, if the 
track veterinarian recommends it, and 
the stewards support his findings. Habi- 
tual bleeders are barred, he added.

Business has not been as good as it 
might have under better weather condi- 
tions, Mr. Dienst says. Attendance is 
down, partly because of the weather and 
partly because of abolition of the former 
free gate. Mr. Dienst implied that the 
track may run in the red for the current 
meeting. 


The present minimum purse is $900, 
with $600 to the winner, $170 to second, 
$95 to third, and $35 to fourth. It is the 
aim of the new management to eventually 
attain a minimum purse of $1,200. 


BETTING. In recent weeks the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer has made frequent ref- 
erence to the comeback or lay-off money 
bet at River Downs by local gamblers. 
The newspaper has even gone so far as 
to indicate which race and on what horse 
the money was bet. But track officials, 
not altogether indignant about the charge, 
say the amount bet by gambling interests 
is negligible. Mr. Dienst merely said: 
“We're getting little comeback 
money. I wish there was more.” And 
then he reflected, “Maybe it’s good, and 
maybe it’s bad.” 


Adolph Mathis, Turf editor of the Cin- 
cinnati Times Star, keeps a close watch 
on the odds board, and it is his opinion 
that very little of the gamblers’ money 
appears at the Ohio track. ‘Maybe two 
or three hundred dollars on a race,” was 
his estimate. The fact is that compara- 
tively little money is bet at River Downs. 
The attendance has averaged about 2,500 
a day, and daily handle has been about 
$100,000.

M. Boussae Realizes an Ambition: 


He Wins the Derby and the Oaks 


Lonpon 


France completed a notable treble at 
Epsom. Galcador won the Derby, Asmena 
the Oaks, and Amour Drake the Corona- 
tion Cup. 

It has been the ambition of M. Marcel 
Boussac to win the Derby and Oaks. Now 
he has accomplished it with Galcador 
and Asmena. Similarly, Mr. William 
Woodward has tried for years to breed a 
Derby winner. His Prince Simon was 
beaten a head. 

There is an old English saying that 
“it is all in the luck of the game.” Dame 
Fortune played heavily on the side of 
M. Boussac. The rain came in time for 
Asmena to be able to stride out in the 
Oaks. That was on the Thursday. There 
was no more rain before Derby Day 
(Saturday) and the course had dried up 
to suit the doubtful staying Galcador. So 
M. Boussac cannot complain about his 
1950 luck. 

It was as thrilling a Derby as one 


could wish to see. The morning broke 
fine, and though there was a blustering 
wind, the light was perfect. It is always 
difficult to estimate such a crowd, but it 
was calculated there was at least half a 
million people present and probably more. 
Throughout the ante-post betting, Prince 
Simon remained a dominating favourite 
and he started at 2 to 1, followed by the 
French colts L’Amiral, at 11 to 2, and 
Vieux Manoir, at 7 to 1. Then came Castle 
Rock at 9 to 1 and Galeador and Khoras- 
san at 100 to 9. 


There was the usual parade, and during 
it Prince Simon was the most composed 
member of the party. If anything, he 
looked rather too sleepy, but on the whole 
they were a well trained collection. L’Ad- 
miral did not look at his best, but Prince 
Simon and Khorassan were turned out in 
fine trim. Galcador, one of the smallest 
in the field, looked hard and well, in spite 
of the fact that he had not done what 
could be called a strong preparation. 


It was really a two horse race. Prince | 
Simon likes to be up and doing all the 
time. He was quickly into his stride, and 
going up the hill raced just behind the 
pacemaking Pewter Platter. Galcador, who 
was drawn No. 1, raced on the rails just 
behind the leaders. Soon after the field 
had started to come down the hill to 
Tattenham Corner, the long stride of 
Prince Simon took him into the lead. As , 
they came to the famous Corner, Prince 
Simon was about two lengths in front of 
Pewter Platter, on the rails, and L’A. 
miral, who was on his right. Just behind 
them came Persia and Khorassan, who 
was then under the whip. Immediately be. 
hind Persia was Galcador. Further back 
on the outside was Double Eclipse. 


Once the straight was reached Prince 
Simon increased his lead to about three 
lengths. Pewter Platter fell away. L’Amiral 
tried to challenge but snuffed out very 
quickly. Persia dropped back and Rae 
Johnstone moved Galcador outside L’Amir- 
al to take up a challegning position. 


By that time the others were out of 
the race. It had been reduced to a match 
between Prince Simon and Galcador. The 
Boussac colt was under the whip. Prince 
Simon’s jockey was merely riding with 
his hands. It seemed Prince Simon was 
going like a winner. A furlong from the

winning post. Galeador suddenly accel. 
erated. He started a strong run which 
took him up te Prince Simon and_ that 
caused Carr to bring out his whip on 
Prince Simon. Half a furlong to go. and 
Galeador had gone three quarters of a 
length in front. Prince Simon not 
done with. He realized. probably for the 
first time. there was serious business 
on hand. He put in a final spurt but the 
winning post was too near. Though Prince 
Simon was closing the gap he was still 
a head behind at the winning post. The 
judge did not even call for the camera. 
He quickly announced Galeador as_ the 
winner by a head. Galeador had had 
enough when the winning post was reached, 
but he goes on the records as the Derby 
winner of 1950. 

After the race. Rae Johnstone told me 
that while Galeador had won, he still be- 
lieved him to be a high-class miler. He 
went on to say they had three better colts 
in the stable at a mile and a half. It will 
he of interest to see how that works out 
in the future. Of the trie. Janus has 
broken down and Pardal. who was_ the 
criginal choice for the Derby. is under 
a cloud. That leaves Scratch to prove 
whether the stable estimate is right or 
not. He can do so in the St. Leger. 

li the measurements supplied to the 
Soorting Life are correct. Galeador is the 
smallest colt to have won the Derby for 
many years. His height was given as 
15:084. Hyperion was 15:11. when he won 
the Derby and at that was the smallest 
for some years. Galeador has wonderful 
girth measurement and plenty of bone. 
He is a well made colt with a good shoul- 
der. and even if his hocks can be faulted. 
he is a good battler. 

Galeador is by Djebel. one of the best 
horses to race in France during the war. 
out of Pharyva, a daughter of Pharos. 
Galeador was taking part in his third 
race as a 3-year-old. He had won over a 
mile at Le Tremblay, and then ran Tan- 
tieme to half a length in the French 2,000 
Guineas. Thus his first attempt at a 
greater distance than a mile was in the 
Derby. He did not do a single gallop of 
a mile and a half during his preparation. 
and had never exceeded a mile and a 
quarter until Derby Day. On that basis 
it is difficult to understand why he was 
regarded as a doubtful stayer. Perhaps 
he stays better than was anticipated. Had 
he not done so, it is difficult to see how 
he could have beaten a good colt like 
Prince Simon. 

It is not my wish to belittle the merits 
of the winner, but something can still be 
said on behalf of Prince Simon. He is 
little more than a race horse in the mak- 
ing, and is still suffering from lack of 
experience. He raced freely enough up 
to the time he took the lead, which was 
roughly about six furlongs from the win- 
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ning post. Perhaps he was left on his 
own too long and was galloping a little 


lazily after the straight was reached. The: 


jockey had a look over his shoulder rath- 
er more than a furlong from the finish. 
What he saw seemed to satisfy him. He 
could not be blamed for that, as every- 
thing was running under the whip with 
the exception of his own mount. Prince 
Simon’s jockey saw the danger in plenty 
of time when Galcador did loom up 
alongside, but the big colt took too long 
to quicken in his stride, and that is where 
he lost his chance. 

My own idea is that if L’Amiral or 
something else had been able to get into 
a challenging position a furlong in the 
straight, Prince Simon would have been 
able to get into top gear in plenty of 
time. That would have set Galcador with 
too much to do. But the luck was with 
M. M. Boussac, and that is all there is 
to it. 

After it was all over, connections of 
Prince Simon would have to put on their 
thinking caps and wonder how Double 
Eclipse had got so close. Double Eclipse 
was beaten four lengths by his stable 
companion and there had never been any 
suggestion that there was as little as that 
between them. I do not suppose the pair 
were ever tried together but Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort had told me he had noth-

ing te get Prince Simon off the bit. It 
was a very good effort on the part of 
Double Eclipse. He was by no means 
well placed at Tattenham Corner, but he 
ran on well up the straight to pass sev- 
eral rivals and take third place quite on 
merit. If a little straight in front, there 
is much to like about the good looking 
Double Eclipse. He is Hyperion out of 
Doubleton by *Bahram out of Double 
Life. dam of Precipitation, Casanova, 
and Persian Gulf. Double Eclipse is still 
only in the progressive stage and may 
well be a much stronger force by the time 
the St. Leger comes along. 

It was left to the French colt, Tele- 
gram II, to take fourth place about two 
lengths behind Double Eclipse. M. F. Du- 
pre had been the only French owner at 
the Derby Lunch, which takes place on 
the Monday of Derby week. It is a most 
enjoyable function and M. Dupre ex- 
pressed his pleasure at being present. His 
forecast of Telegram proved to be cor- 
rect, as the colt stayed well enough but 
was a little lacking in the acceleration 
which would have enabled him to play a 
more prominent part. 

It came as something of a surprise to 
find Lord Rosebery’s colt. Castle Rock, 
unsuited to the course. He had been tak- 
en to Chester mainly to see how he acted 
on a sharp left-handed course. He went

round the turns smoothly enough, but 
was all at sea at Epsom, when he had to 
negotiate the downward slope to Tatten- 
ham Corner. That meant he had to be 
put under pressure earlier than would 
otherwise have been the case, and though 
he rounded Tattenham Corner alongside 
Galcador. there was little energy left for 
the final assault up the hill. Castle Rock 
may be better than the Derby form would 
indicate and we may now anticipate him 
being trained for the St. Leger. 


THE OAKS. The Oaks and Derby 
double brought in £30,518 for M. Bous- 
sac, and if all goes well he should win 
more in stake-money in 1950 than any 
other owner in Europe has ever done. A 
short time ago the horses seemed to be 
out of form, but the luck played heavily 
in his favour in the two classic races at 
Epsom. It was the sudden change in the 
weather which made all the difference to 
Asmena in the Oaks. She had worked on 
the course the previous morning when the 
ground was firm. She simply could not 
stride out and was found to have jarred 
herself a little. On Oaks morning. rain 
began to fall. It came down steadily for 
six hours without a break and made the 
going just right for Asmena. She was 
bandaged on both forelegs and in the

canter was so sore she had to be pulled 
up. I have no doubt the jockey then had 
his doubts about the filly even getting 
to the post. Those in the betting ring 
were not slow to notice what had hap- 
pened, and from 4 to 1 the filly was 
knocked out to 5 to 1, and even greater 
odds could have been obtained. One of 
the stewards stood by the telephone and 
fully expected to hear from the starter 
that Asmena had been withdrawn. How- 
ever, after she had warmed up the sore- 
ness wore off. 


After being one of the backmarkers 
going up the hill Asmena soon improved. 
She had worked into a challenging posi- 
tion by the time the field had reached 
Tattenham Corner. She was then driven 
into the lead and the only subsequent 
challenger was another French filly, 
Plume 2nd.

only taken part in one race. Neither ran 
as a 2-year-old. Asmena finished second 
to Vieux Manoir at Saint-Cloud, and 
Plume 2nd was also second at Le Trem- 
blay when she might have won but for 
the saddle slipping. 

Asmena gives the impression she will 
make the greater progress and there can 
be no doubt she will make a grand stay- 
er if only there is not a dry summer. She 
will never be able to show her best form 
on firm ground. She is by *Goya 2nd 
from that wonderful broodmare Astrono- 
mie, who produced Marsyas, Caracalla, 
and Arbar all to different sires. One day 
Asmena should make a great broodmare 
herself. 

France also took the Coronation Cup 
with Amour Drake, who had been so nar- 
rowly beaten in last year’s Derby. He 
had not been convincing in his races in 
France and had been beaten on two oc- 
casions. He now reverted to his best 
form and was never out of a canter. Poin- 
celet had him firm by the head up in the 
front rank all the way. In the straight, 
while all the others were hard at work, 
Poincelet sat perfectly still and had never 
to ask Amour Drake a question. He won 
in a canter by five lengths from Iron 
Duke, who had made most of the run- 
ning, and Flush Royal. There can be no 
doubt Amour Drake is back in his best 
form again.

Dooly was foaled April 14, 1947, at the C. V. 
Whitney Farm, Lexington. For a_ time, the 
chestnut son of Eight Thirty appeared destined to 
run behind some of the best 3-year-olds of the 
year, but he finally came into his own in the 
Shevlin Stakes. The track was slow—to his liking—- 
and Mr. Trouble, Middleground, Hill Prince, and 
some others which previously had beaten him 
were not among the entries. 

The race marked the second time this year that 
Dooly had run in a_ stakes race without Mr. 
Trouble as a running mate. The first was the 
Ben Ali Handicap, at Keeneland on April 22. 
Dooly was last. Five days later he was sixth in 
the Blue Grass Stakes, won by his stablemate. On 
May 6 he and Mr. Trouble went out for the Derby. 
Dooly finished 11th, and his stablemate was third. 
About a week later Dooly defeated Kinsman in an 
allowance race at Pimlico. and then he was an un- 
expected third to Hill Prince and Middle- 
ground in the Preakness. Mr. Trouble, the Whit- 
ney stable’s main hope. was fourth. On May 30, 
he was seventh in the Jersey Stakes, won by Ferd, 
with Greek Song second, and Passemson third. Mr. 
Trouble was fourth. 

Hiis next start was the Shevlin Stakes, which he 
won by racing far back in the early stages, and 
taking the leaders in the stretch. He passed the 
odds-on favorite Ferd in whe last 50 yards and 
kept on going to win by an increasing margin. 
Dooly is the seventh stakes winner for his sire, 
Kighty Thirty, this year. The others are Rose- 
borough, Futuramatie, Harbourton, Bolero, Sun- 
gari, and Lights Up.

Form, Lexington, He was sold) privately, and has 
done all of his racing for the Brandywine Stable. 
his present owner. He was recommended to Donald 
P. Ross, owner of the Brandywine establishment. 
by trainer, V. W. (Buddy) Raines, who has made 
more than one profitable yearling selection for his 
principal. His choice was particularly wise in the 
case of Cochise, which is now approaching the 


$100,000 mark in earnings. It has been reported 
that Cochise was named for the Indian Cochise, a 
brother to the notorious Geronimo. 

Cochise’s first’ stakes win was the Thomas K. 
Lynch Memorial Handicap, which he won at three 
in 1949. In the same season he was second to 
Sun Bahram in the Leonard Richard Stakes. He is 
the first stakes winner of 1950 for *Boswell, which 
at his death stood at Gil Darlington’s Trafalger 
Farm, in Canada. Cochise has been in the money 
in all of his ten starts this year. Although run- 
ning second in the Tomasello Handicap and_ third 
in the Edward Burke and Metropolitan Handicaps, 
he had not won a stakes prior to the Massachu- 
setts Handicap, the first half of his recent double, 

In the Massachusetts Handicap his time was 
a track-record-breaking 2:014 for the mile and a 
quarter. Tt) was four-fifths faster than *Beau- 
chefs record of 1948. Cochise’s time for the mile, 
1:3645, was four-fifths slower than the track 
record for that distance. In the Sussex Handicap, 
his next start, his time of 2:03 was a second slower 
than the track record, but he managed to lead 
throughout to score by three-quarters of a length 
over King Ranch’s Curandero.
